WALKER ESCAPES THE GALLOWS,

But Msy be Tried on the Charge of 
Murdering Mrs. Williams. 


MicWhirreil Addresses the Court for Nearly 
Tue Hours He Wildly fheuts that the 
Judge and Jeary are His Mordercrs— 
Ladies Scream and Faint—Addremes ef 
the Counsel—The Judge's Charge—The 
Sentence. 


The priserere bear up stelidly sgeiaet 
evidence whicn wenld pale the cheeke ef 
etrenger men. MoWhirreil te certainly be- 
ginning to appreciate tb 
position, tut Waiker !s spparently as in- 
different as he was on the day when he was 
first placed en trial. 

When the coart met this mersing Mr. 

Rebinette resumed bia oross-examinatien 
of Mre. Stableferd, ef Weburn, and gained 
the admiration of everybody present by the 
akilful manner in wolch he handled the 
witness. He elloited from her in anewer 
te his quostivns an explanation which pa’s 
ina new light the remark ef MoWhir- 
rell that ‘tan old woman had been killed, 
and they eay I did it.’ Abt the time he 
ssid thie M Whirrell was reading the 
Weekly Masi. which centained an scoeunt 
of the morder and aw desoriptien ef the 
young Enog'ishman whe had been msk!ing 
inquiries for the heuse of the old ceuple 
en Thureday, December ith, the day ef 
the killing. It ts natoral to suppose that 
McWhirrell, knowing that he had been 
searching fer the Wiliame place en that 
fatal dey, wenld readily underetand that 
he was the men wanted. The kneb of the 
hanting crep was thea produced, and Mre. 
Btableford repeated } cr s atement that ebe 
knew it ae that which bad been owned by 
the prisoner. She ea'd that McWhirrell 
teld her he had breken the stick, but she 
would not ewear te the time that he had 
teld her se, sn‘! she remembered he had 
taken the knob out o! his everceat pocke®, 
and, saying that he would net love it fers 
goed dealashehad brought it frem Eog- 
ieand, jy ecrdt en thecleck theif.

Seme imes he had hie bands in his 
pockets, and when he got excited he would 
peun’ the rail «f the dook with bie fist. He 
weuld step freqaently in the middle of bie 
recital te eay, ‘* My Lerd, I do rod say this 
because I expest meroy. Yeu have te do 
year duty. Iam netafreidto die.” As ho 
mesred the end he said, ‘'I have faced death 
eften before I f.ced {tas a bey in Afghanis- 
tan, carrying despatches ; I feced death fn 
Barmah, tn Egypt and in the Soudan, with 
bulleta dyi:g around me like hath I 
amnpoceward. I want te leok you al? in 
the face te shew yeu I am na ceward. Oly 
@ coward weuld kill twe old, helpless, iaco 
cent peep'e, and Tam setthe man. Del 
leok likes coward’ No, I did net de the 
erime.

The first witness called in the morning 
was Jebn Tobin, a newsbey, who said he 
knew Walker, and saw bim on Thureday, 
December 14th, abent 11.30a.m. This 
closed the defence. 

Chief Censtable Hurst was then re- 
called in rebuttal. He said that the tracks 
seen leading to Meedy’s heuse were made 
by him and twe other men. ‘This clesed 
the evidence. 

MR. ROBINBTTE'S ADDRE*S. 


Mr. Rebinette then began hie address to 
the jary. He said that it was annecesrary 
fer him te refer te the impertance ef the 
case. Taorovugheut the co:n'ry e desire had 
arisen te bring the offenders te justice. 
The ablest detectives in the service of the 
Previncs bad been called in, and the ableet 
detective on the Teronto detective force had 
becn called upon to assist. Asa result two 
men had been arrested, and every nerve 
trained to bring evidencs againat them. 
The newapsp:re had teken the matter up, 
and the best reperters, men _ akilled 
in leoking up facts in cases of this kind, 
bed farnished the groundwerk for the 
to work opoa. Feeliog had been 
stirred cp fer ani against the prisoners. 
Then the ableet Crown presecutor in the 
country had beea retained to marshal the 
evidence in the court before the jary, and 
the Crown had made it ite particalar buei- 
ness te bring the caee heme te there twe 
pr'ssnery. He then draw attention to the 
evidences, and pointed ou that the eviderce 
ef detectives and pelicemen wae ef a 
claes that did net stand very high in a 
court ef law. The case fer the Crewn 
rested largely upon such eviderce. He re- 
ferred to the meney and means at the die- 
posal ef the Crewn, and the lack ef beth 
in the cate of the prisenere. Mr. Rotia- 
ette then reviewed the evidence of the 
defeccs witnesses. In cenciasien he 
peinted eut that the evidence was entire'y 
circums‘antial, and that ip many cases inne- 
cent peeple had suffered threugh such 
evidence. The experts had testified that it 
was difficult for euch a murder to te cem- 
mitted witheut leaving bleod stsios oa the 
olethiog, and there was entire atsence ef 
sny such stains en the prisoners’ clothing. 
He ciosed by pointing eut te the jary tha’ 
it wae their duty te give the prisoner tke 
benefit cf any reasonable deubt. Mr. 

Robinette epeke fer ever two hours, and 
made a very able addres. 

Mr. Chae. McKay, counsel for Walker, 
fellewed him, and speke fer one hoor. He 
pointed out that it would be imperririe for 
the prisener Walker to ge out te Wiiliams’ 
place aleng with McWotrrell on Toursday, 
the 14:b,and sald that throvgt out the whole 
transaction he was McWhirrell’s servant. 


MR. OSLER'S SPERCH, 


Mr. Osler epeke for twe heurs, and his 
address wasa terrible arraignoment ¢f the 
twe prisoners. He polsted eut that when 
an article was stelen, and it was af erwarde 
recovered in the peseeesion ef a mar, the 
onus rested upen him te preve hew be came 
inte possession of the atelen goods. The 
ueusl excuse waethat he bought it frem 
seme mythical persen, bus the courte teok 
very little stook in such anexouse. This 
wae a similar care, only the mere terrible 
crime ef marder was coupkd with the 
thefs ef the herse and cutter. He sald that 
the Crewn did nob assume that the crime 
waecommitt«-d 02 any particular night. If 
{> wae dene en Thauredsy night, se much the 
batter for Walker. If on Friday, the worse 
for beth prisoners. With reference te the 
killlng «f the twe people, he sald the pre- 
sump:ien of the evidence wae that it mast 
have taken twe persens to de the deed. 
This teld exrengly against Walker. Mr. 
Osler spoke for twe hours, ani hie addcese 
was very convincing. He was watohed very 
clese'y througtou® by the jary. 

THRE JUDGE'S CHARGE. 

Mr. Justice Fergasen then summed up 
the case. He reviewed the evidence at 
considerable length, snd charged etrengly 
againet the pr seners, particularly Walker. 
In conolus'en, Hie Lordebip said: *' You 
have never been in a more eelemn position. 
I am free te say that I have never been. 
Two fellow-belogs are obarged with the 
grestest crime knewn te the law. Yeumsy 
tind one guilty, and ene innocent ; you may 
find beth innecext or beth gailty. I feel 
the reeponelbiii y that re:ts upon me. 
Everyone towerde the clese of such a case 
aske himee f, ‘ Have I er have I net per- 
formed ths whole of my duty as well as I 
may! You bave,each end all ef you, te 
actin the capecity ef « judge, and say 
whether the prisonere are guloy or not 
guilty. Yeucan bring no ether form of 
verdict, fer any modification is net per- 
missible.” 

Mr. Robinette then asked His Lordship 
te charge the jary thet they were trying 
the priseners on the Jsmes Williams 
indictment, aleo that any evidence as te the 
rove that was written by Waiker io jai', er 
aay confers oa mate by ene prisever against 
another prisoner, was net evi «noe ageinet 
anybedy bat himeelf. His Lords.ip scqu!- 
esoed, and the jury went out. They re- 
mained oat for ever an henr, snd thre was 
a bustle and commotion in the court-reon 
as the Jadge teck his seat on ‘he bench, and 
they resurced. 

Mr Osler had gone ta the city en the 7 
e’coct train. Mr. MoFayden was acting 
fer the Crown. There wae « death-like 
stillness in the court-rcon as Mr. Duggen, 
olerk of the ceurt, cailed the jury rel). He 
asked them the usual question if they had 
arrived at a verdict. 

Mr. James Stubbs, whe had been choern 
foreman stecd op and esid ‘‘** Yes, We 
find William Walter MoWhirrell guilty, 
Walker net guilty.”” The silence as h- 
spoke was oppressive, breken by a deep seb 
frem the rear ef the ceurt-roam. 

Mr. McFeyden asked that Walker be re- 
manded tll the next assizs on the second 
indictment, charging him with murdering 
Jane Wil'tems. 

Mr. McKsy meved that Walker be dis- 
charged on the tpdictment just tried. 
Walker was then taken out ef the reom te 
the jat!, where he will remain till the Crewo 
makea up {'s mind whether to try bim nex 
f.ll or let him ge free. 

McWhirrell then asked for a glare of 
water, which was banded te him. He ieeked 
down at the repertere’ table and eaid: 
** Here's a drink te McWh'rrell.” His 
Lordship then sald, ‘Stand op, McWhbirrell.

Repeatedly during the reoltal of 
bis every MoWhirrell tarned to the gallery 
where the ladies were and te the bedy ef 
the roem, and ssid that he wished them all 
to Heten te asd remember his words 
and they weuld sometime learn that they 
were trac. The Crown evidence was falec 
and false witnesses had been prodoced 
agsinst him. Continuing his stery, Mc-

nething. McWotrrell bad then said to 
Cery that he would ge out in the merning 
and see if he could get the jeb.

He gobda ride fr>m where the electric cars 
start as far ae Mimice, and get off there. 
He then walked along the Lake Shere read, 
and met Pat Deongherty and Primrose. He 
recited much ef the conversatien he said he 
bad with trem, but he denied that he said 
Williams was his uncle. Daugherty had 
asked bim if Williams were a relation efh's, 
and he had anewered, ‘* He m'ght be, and 
he might notte.”

accorded to me as Her Majesty's Viceroy and 
represen ative, a reception which ha+ once 
more manifested the loyalty, the cordiality and 
the public spi of the Canadian people. 


My predecessor was able to expoess wratifl 
cation to you last year on an increase in trade 
and on the comtinued progres-of the Dominion, 
It is gratifying to me to observe that the ex 
pectation which was then forme? that the 
volume of trade during the then current year 
would exceed that of any year in the history of 
the Dominion—has been fully realized and that 
Canada’s progress ontinues, with every mark 
of stability aod permanence. It may be ob 
served with satisfaction that a large propor 
tion of the increase is shoe ntohave heen due | 
to a» extension of our commerce with Great 
Britaic. It isa+ause of thankfulness that our | 
people have been spared in a very great de 
gree from the sutferines whieh have visited 
the populations of some other comntries during | 
many months past, and that while the com | 
mercial depres-ion prevailing abroad could not | 
but affect the activity of busine-s to the 
Dominion we have been free from any exten 
sive financial deaster or widespread distress, 

The revenues of the year have been ample 
for the services which you provided for, and 
have met the expectations on which the ap 
propriations of the la-t year were based 

The peaceful conelusio , by the award of the 
arbitrators at Paris, of the controversy which 
had prevailed so long with respect bo the s« al 
fisheries in the Pacific Ocean and the rights of 
British subjects in the Behring Sea has re 
moved the only seurce of contentian which 
existed between Great Britain and the United 
States with regard to Canada Vhere & every 
rea-on to believe that Her Majesty = Govern 
ment will obtain redre-s for those Canadian 
subjects of Her Majesty who were ce 
prived of their property and liberty without 
jJuet cane whilethe controversy Wa In progress 

At an early date a men-ure will be laid be 
fore you having for its object a revision of the 
dutie< of customs with « view to meet changes 
which time has effected in b sines* operations 
of all kinds throughout the Dominion. While 
mv Mini-ters do now propose to change the 
principles on which the existing enactments 
on ‘this subject are hased, the amendments 
which will be offered for your cocsideration 
are designed to simplify the epe ation of the 
tariff and to lessen, as far as can be done, con 
sistently with those principles and with the 
requirements of the treasury, the lmnposts 
which are now in force 

-There will also be laid before you a measure 
on the subject of bankruptey ard in 
solvency. which = will, it fi hoped, 
make more adeqnate = provision than 
now existson that subject for the increasing 
trade and commerce of the country. and forthe 

reatly expanded trade between the several 
Provinces of Carada. 

Measures will also be submitted to yon mek 
ing more effec ive provisions for our lines of 
steam communication on the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans. for imeroving the law with 
regard to Dominion lands and with reward to 
the marasement of Indian affairs. al-oa Hill 
respecting joint «tock comp rnies, another with 
respect to the fisheries, and several less im 
portant measures, which experience has ng 
gested with regard to various matters under 
your control.

The Effects ef Intense Cold on Anima) 
Life. 


MM. Raeu! Pictet hss been making seme 
corizus experiments on the physiviegical 
eff cte of extremeceld. Wih the aid of 
various freez ng mix*ures, be hae arranged 
what he calle ** welle of cold,” the air in 
which is covle! te vari-ua degrees. Bo far, 
the temperature in the coldest of these weils 
fa enly reduced to 166 degrees below the 
Fabrenbeit 20, bu: much lower tempera- 
tures are eerily reach: d by ether means. It 
is caicu'ated by medern physicists that at 
abeu! 460 degrees below zere willbe reacte! 
what is calledihe ‘* temp-rature ef death,” 
or “‘ abeo nte oe d,” ac which all sabst-nces 
are sejid and at oneir extreme limit ef oen- 
traction. DM. Picten hes, of course, net 
yet attained th's condition, bat he has 
epproscied pear. neugh te iv to give some 
singular indicat!oas ef what may be die- 
covered later.

After thle 
peint was reached, hewever, the vitel 
powers seemed to give way, the temperature 
saddeuly fell and 10 hing could rovive the 
poer beast. 

M. Pictet bimael! had the ccurage te try 
hew euch terrible celd felt. H» plung-d his 
bar> arm into the well ab the eame temp re 
tore which ha‘ proved fata] te the dey, and 
held it thera for five ora x mii ute. At the 
end ef three er fur minutes he fe! a vieleat 
pain, proceediog appsrenily from the 
perlesteum, er sensitive covering ef the 
pose. Afver about twe minutes of this he 
withdrew bisarm, and « eharp, barning pain 
came ep, caused, se he supposed, by the 
sudden reaction in the tiesnes. In experi- 
menting en other animals he found tha» ths 
lewer the organtam, the beter it esemrd te 
resis cold. Fishee could be frezen hard 
without lesing vitality. If the temperature 
te which they were exposed did net sink 
below the Fehrenreit zero, and if the ex- 
periment did not las» teo leny, they could 
he thawed out, apparently witheut injury.

In 
this block, hard and se!'d ae crystal, he 
kept them for seme tim-, and then thawed 
them ent g-ntly, upon which they exhibited 
thelr usual activity. Whst oan be the 
nature of a circalation which fa indifferent 
te this awfal c-ld, or ef an ergasism tn 
which ofroulstien can be entirely st pped 
withent fojary, we can only conjecture, nut 
M. Pictet’s experiments, fer the aocoant of 
which we are in¢gebted 10 Le Ganie Civil, 
have certainly atded accther mys'ery te 
that standing enigma of eclence known as 
vitality.
